At Monterey, also, is the Defense Language 
Institute (for the Armed Forces only) , a really superb 
school. Middlebury also has a very good reputation. 

I have worked as an interpreter at various times in my 
career, translating for Presidents Truman, Eisenhower, 
Johnson, and Nixon, for General de Gaulle and Chancellor 
Adenauer, for the Pope, and many other interesting figures.

The knowledge of languages is not only use- 
ful and interesting, but it is also very rewarding.
